LATEST IN WOMEN'S HATS. 


Perfectly Flat DlBk* of Felt Whtah Are 
Twisted Into Fftntaatto 8hap«a. 


Manufacturers are now busy in mak- 


ing perfectly flat hats lor women. 
They are mere disks oJ felt, which the 
milliners twist and bend into fantastic 
forms. Crowns which are mere rings 
of felt or other material are sewed on 
the under side of the felt plaques, 
sometimes in the center, but oftener 
at the side or rear of the center. The 
felt disks are fifteen inches in diame- 
ter, and are only slightly stiffened. 
The demand is exceedingly brisk just 
now, and six or seven Newark firms are 
making them. 


Many patents have been obtained 


u,)on this simple'flat disk of felt and 
the process of making it. 
The most 


important patent is one for splitting 
the plaques and cementing the pieces 
together. There is a gre,»t advantage 
in this, not only because it enables 
them to make hats of two different 
colors, over and under, but it makes a 
disk of greater durability and stiffness 
for the weight of fur used. 


Heretofore all fur hats have been 


formed by blowing the fur upon a per- 
forated cone and shrinking- them with 
steam or hot cloths. In making tha 
flat plaques most of the manufacturer's 
have been blowing them upon low 
cones and flattening them in the sizing 
process. One firm devised a process i 
for blowing the disks flat and in a con- I 
tinuous strip, and have made a sizing 
machine for working the flat material. 
They have also machines for pouncing | 
and finishing the plaques 


Some of the flat hats exhibited in the 


milliners' windows are 
dreams of 


beauty with gorgeous Mendings of 
color upon the napped upper surface 
and cream}' felt below. Others have a 
broad border of furry nap, or are full 
brush hats. A few have low crowns, 
built up by hydraulic pressure, but the 
dictim from Paris is that the crown 
must be on the under side, aud hatters 
are now making shallow crowns of 
felt to be sewed on 
.iome of the 


French plaques are so limp that they 
can be formed into tains and beef 
esters, while others arc made much 
stiffer, and will be supplemented with 
milliners' wire sewed under the rim. 
The American plaques are superior to 
the imported in every respect, and are 
preferred 
by the milliners.—N. Y.

STKPHSN LANOTON, Arohbiahop of Can- 


terbury, first divided the Bible in chap- 
ters and verges, this about tbe cbse of 
the twelfth century. 


"Among 'the early families of Chicago 
recall is that ot the Wentwortbs. 
I 


inew Elijah and Tabitba Wentworth. 
They were early Methodists. 
Elijah 


came there at an early day. 
The Went- 


worths wero friends of Father Walker. 
It was Tabitna be found crying one day 
at a class meeting door because it was 
oloeed and she oonld not get in. At that 
lime it WHS the rale to close snd look tbe 
door when class meeting commenced, 
bnt that was not Father Walker's way. 
Father Walker had traveled ten miles to 
come to class meeting and when he got 
there he found Tabitha weeping copi- 
ously. 
Father Walker took her in, and 


tier tears were turned into smiles. 
You 


never hear of people nowadays crying to 
get into class meeting. 
I remember so 


well everything Father Walker told me 
when I waa a little girl. I know be was 
one of the best men living. I never 
heard him say anything in the pulpit 
that was not pleuing, and I never heard 
him say anything to create laughter, 
never. Be always had a smile on bis 
face, but he did not believe in making 
sport in the palpit. 


I remember a funny story about Peter 


Cartwrigbt ttrat was told at oar house in 
Chicago 
In 1833 or '34 they were bold- 


ing a big camp m«e*ing near Milwaukee; 
they were expecting Peter Oartwright to 
come, «nd they kept looking for him a 
long time. When he did come, his pres- 
ence was announced in poetry by tbete 
words oat in a board and hang ap in a 
tree— 


"The dead is ah re, 
The lost ia found- 
Peter Cartwright 
IB on the ground." 


'The preachers then did not preach for 


their thousands a year. They preached 
for what they could get. They preached 
to save souls, and let people give them 
what they wanted to, I know that Father 
Walker, for yei.rs, gat no more than 830 
to 850, and th*u in woald give half ot 
that uway 10 seme c ne e-j poor that they 
did not have anything. 


"Father Walker preached chiefly to 


the Pottawattomie Indians. He also en- 
deavored to teach them through an in- 
terpreter. 
There wt>s an Indian they 


called 'The old friendly Indian.; I wish 
I could remember bia name; he was a 
truly good Indian, and befriended the 
whites whenever he oonld. Daring the 
Black Hawk war he slipped away in the 
night to ride to Walker's Grove, a dis- 
tance ot 200 miles from the far north, to 
warn the Walker family that tbe anvugee 
bad planned to massacre them. He rode 
on hia pony nigat and day until he 
reached his dts.inntion. He told them 
to tly to the woods, or they would all be 
killed. They went to work and bnilt a 
tort and defended themselves snocssfnlly. 
Tnat was in the spring of 18H2, All of 
the Indians took a great interest lu Fa. 
ther Walker's preaching. He taught 
many of them a few words of English. 
I have heard him tell abont finding an 
Indian in the woods alone trying to,be 
converted to God. He was down on his 
knees oallioa out "January, February; 
January, February." 
He could only 


speak those two words in English, and as 
he thought thut God could not understand 
the Indian langnage, and he wanted sal- 
vation, be usad all tho English he 
knew. 


"I am told that at a meeting of the old 


settlers ot Chicago, held about teu jeara 
ago, a gentleman on tLe platform asked 
if there was anybody present who knew 
Father Walker. Two hands went up. 
Perhaps if I had aeen them I would Lave 
known who they were. I have never at- 
tended any ot the reunions bnt I would 
like to do so very mnch. 


"Father Walker Enid his property in 


Chicago m 1833, enr! bought the farm I 
was telling you about 10 miles west. 
Chicago had a wonderful boom up to 
1S3G, when the Walker place in the town 
sold for 816,000; bat in 1837 there was a 
financial crash and everything depre- 
ciated rapidly in value, mainly because 
the president vetoed tbe paper currency 
bill. Only gold and silver were recog- 
nized. Chicago is a wonderful city now 
and those who are living one hundred 
years hence will see it larger than Lon- 
don. It may spread out down to Deoa- 
tur."Ijet me tell you about an old French- 
man we had in ouremplov in 1835 after 
Father Walker died. He did a queer 
thing once. Mother gave him -86 to go 
10 Chicago after a barrel of apples, end 
also 50 cents to pay for hauling the bar- 
rel out to onr place. We expected the 
apples by noon, but there was no sigu of 
the Frenchman until late tnat evening, 
when we saw him coming over the bridge 
rolling tbe barrel ot apples ahead of him. 
fie ha-.i come the entire tec miles that 
way just to save the fifty cents. When 
the barrel was opened there was less 
than 
a 
bnshel 
of apples 
in 
it. 


In the middle was a lot of shavings. 
Yon onn well itjagine how we all felt over 
that Yankee trick. Just think of men 
doing business that way. The trick be- 
came known at Chicago and I heard it 
said that the apple story traveled alt tbe 
way baok to New York, or York, as we 
used to call it in those days. 


'Quite frequently residents ot'Chicogo 


used to coma oat to our place duck 
hunting. Among the number were Joe 
Jones and Henrv King, sons of the two 
merchants I told yon about. They used 
to come to our house to visit my sister, 
Lnoinda, and I. Th»y brought their 
guns along bat they never did very much 
hunting. Both were nice yoang men and 
we need to have lots of fan. There was 
lota of game all around Chicago, plenty 
of daer, turkeys, pheasants and ducks, 
and any amount of fish in the Aax 
Flaines river. Th» bowling of the wolves 
at times was something awful. I have 
fished from the Walker bridge many a 
time. I was on that bridge fishing the 
day the 600 Indians on their ponies came 
to oar hoass and soared as all so badly. 


"We never lacked tor wild frnit in those 


eaily days. There was a great abund- 
ance of wild plnma, crab tipples, and 
cranberries. The whole northern part 
ot the state seemed to be alive with 
cranberries. The Indians used to sell 
the berries at 81.00 a bushel. 


"There was 
considerable 
sickness 


among the people, mostly chills ana 
fever. Quite a number of people died ol! 
the cholera. None ot the Indians were 
affected by the disease. 


"I had a pet sand hill crane which dis- 


appeared one day. It was abont half 
grown, and Fuiher Walker had bought it 
for me. I could not find it ajiywhera. 
Finally I thongbt I woald look into one 
ot the wigwams. Then waa s fire in the 
middle ot the tepee, and on the fire was

Now that tbe country ia through witb 


silver purchase and further silver coinage, 
twill be interesting to watch tbe effect 
[silver repeal on party organizations, 
'he Republican party has stood ataost 
jolid tor silver repeal. 
This was the 


logical attitude ot tbe party as it hoe 
always declared that it favored money, 
very dollar ot which most be as good as 
every other dollar. When the so-called 
Sherman silver law was passed, a pro- 
iioon to maintain silver purchased and 
coined under it was made one of its 
eaturea. As soon as it appeared there 
was danger, that, on account of the large 
amount ot silver purchased under the 
aw it might, in the future, be impossible 
to maintain this parity, the 
Re- 


publicans attempted to repeal tbe 
silver purchase clause ot the silver law 
and passed a bill for that purpose 
hrough the uenate in July, 1892, but a 
democratic house defeated the bill. In 
January and February, 1893, the Bepub- 
icans again attempted to rapaal it, and 
were again defeated m this object by the 
Democrats. The Republicans have, with 
tie exception of those from the silver 
states, been clear and consistent in this 
matter; and there is no reason why it 
should lose the party votes, unless it be 
n tbe silver states; and it will lose no 
votes there unless they can see the way 
opea tor free silver in some other direc- 
tion, while on tbe other band it may gem 
man; votes from honest money men. 


The Democratic party has voted for 


and urged tbe free coinage of silver since 
1876, and formed a coalition with the 
free-silver Republicans in the 52d con- 
gress to force tbe passage of a free silver 
coinage bill. When the Democratic na- 
tional convention met it declared against 
tbe so-called Sherman law, while in con- 
gress it was voting against its repeal.

Swithin's day had given no rain werei 
rather wetter during the following1 
forty days than other days. Itwasi 
concluded that tbe tradition had no- 
1 


meteorological facts whatever to sup- 
port it. Everybody has heard the old 
story about the removal of St Svnthin's 
bones on July 15, and of the manner in 
•which the saint resented it by deluging 
the district It is a curious fact, hut 
well authenticated, that the good 
man's bones were shifted from their 
original resting place in circumstances 
of considerable pomp and splendor, 
and without a drop of rain falling. The 
origin of the superstition was probably 
a terrible flood which in 1313 devas 
ated crops.—London News.

Bent to the Bottom by a Collision 


in a fog 


OD TWENTY-FOUR PERSOflS DROWNED 


One of th*: Steamers Goes Down Imme- 


diately, the Other Soon Following 


—The Crews Take to Boats, 


One of Which ia L>osl. 


EAST TAWAS, Mich., NOT. 8.—By a 


collison between the Western Transit 
Co.'h steamer Albany and the Anchor 
Line steamer Philadelphia, off Point 
Aux Barques at 2:30yesterday morning, 
twenty-four lives were lost and both 
steamers were sunk in 200 feet of 
water. 


The two boat* were running in a 


heavy <og about seven miles off Point 
4uxbarquee. 
They had been going 


slowly and the watch felt fairly safe 
when, at 2 o'clock, both vessels came 
together without a sscond's warning. 
Almost at once the Albany began to 
sink and all hands were transferred to 
the Philadelphia. The deserted boat 
went down with a rush, but a few min- 
utes after h«r crew, who knew, as 
thcnigh by instinct, that the vessel was 
lent, hod managed to (jet safely aboard 
the Philadelphia. It was soon appar- 
ent to the officers of the Philadelphia 
that that boat had been severely dam- 
Aged in the collision, for she presently 
Vegan to sink. The two crews then 
launched their boats and dropped over 
the side into the water. Not half an 
Hour after the collision the Philadel- 
phia, too, was at the bottom of the 
lake. The two boats sank in 200 feet 
of water. 


The first boat, which contained twen- 


ty-three persons, including the captains 
of both vessels, reached shore after a 
pull of about five hours. The second

wearing IKe preservers were found 
floating In the vicinity, and these were 
picked up and sent to East Tawa.s on 
the City of Concord. Not a survivor 
could be found, and it is supposed that 
the other occupants of the boat wore 
no life preservers, and went to the bot- 
tom at once when it capsi/sed. 


Nearly all the dead and missing men 


were shipped from ISuffalo. 
The cor- 


oner at East Tawas last evening began 
an inquest over the remains of tho 
eleven bodies recovered. 


Both captains refuse to make any 


statement as to the particulars of the 
disaster beyond saying that it was un- 
avoidable because of the dense fof, 
and that fog signals were exchanged 
previous to tho collis;' n. 


The Philadelphia struck the Al- 


bany, it is .said, head-on just forward 
of No 3 gangway. The shock was felt 
in every timber of tho both vessels', and 
their shli'S rang with tho vibration. 
Every man was instantly alive to the 
fact that something of an unusual na- 
ture had happened. Those who wore 
awake made ready for work at oner, 
and those who slept needed no voice to 
arouse them. In ten seconds the hands 
of the Albany wi'ro making ready to 
leiive tlio boat, and a few seconds later 
they v» crc safely ab )ard the vessel that 
luui struck them. Tho conduct of the 
crew was admirable, and the captain 
lias no ^ oul unt of praise for them. 


Trym<,- as was the situation it was a 


thousand times worse some minutes 
later ulien the sailors on the Philadel 
phia saw that their own ship was 
doomed. They had ample time, how 
<-ver, to make <-eady the bouts for the 
escape and when they had finally 
her, 
the Philadelphia nodded once or 


twice in the fog and went to the bot 
toni
